There 
is no explanation, no one was more sur- 
frised at our action than the Boers 
themselves; indeed, their officers openly 
expressed their surprise to our doctors

(although it was said to be decided weeks 
ago that it would be an act of folly to 
attempt. to do so). why give it up after 
sacrificing so many lives to take it? It 
is a question which will have to be an- 
cwered very soon. A well planned 
tegical movement was to be carried out 
and every one felt satisfied that it would 
be successful.

‘SMITH’S BIG FORTUNE 


PARTLY FROM GEORGIA 


In introducing the anmual budget into 
the house of commons Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach said he had to collect £900,000 
(about $4,500,000) from the estate of one 
man, a foreigner, who lived on fifteen 
shillings ($3.75) a day in a» West End Lon- 
don club. That one person, he continued, 
has contributed to the exchequer more 
than the cost of an iromchad. 

The man referred to was George Smith. 
the Chicago banker, who died in the Re- 
form Club, London, on October 7, 1899. 

As the ‘‘death duty” on estates of more 
than $1,000,000 is 7 per eemt, this brings 
the value of his estate as assessed here 
somewhere near $65,000,000. 

As a great portion of Mr. Smith’s es- 
tate had been deeded away before the 
statutory twelve months required under 
the Jaw, and therefore not subject to 
‘‘death duty,’ it is probable that Mr. 
Smith was really worth $100,000, 000.

JUDGE BRANHAM DELIVERED AN ADDRESS 


Chief Justice Simmons Responded for 
the Supreme Court, Which Ad- 
journed for the Day. 


3efore the supreme court yesterday af- 
ternoon the memorial ceremony commem- 
orative of the life 
late Judge Clifford Anderson wags held. 
A magnificent tribute to the character of 
the great Georgian was read by Judge 
| Logan E. Bleckley and a response was 
| made by Chief Justice Thomag J. Sim- 
mons. 

The ceremony was Of an impressive na- 
' ture and a number of prominent eitizens 
| of .he city and state were present. At 3 
o'clock the committee appointed to pre- 
pare a memorial commemorative of the 
| life and character of Judge Anderson 
submitted its report through its chair- 
| man, Judge Bleckley. 
The tribute read by the venerable judge 


brilliant career of the late lamented citi- 
zen and lawyer. Judge Bleckley told of 
how Judge Anderson began as a lawyer 
and of the great promise he gave early 
in life. He spoke of him as the trusted 
citizen, as the eloquent and logical bar- 
rister, and as the clear-headed, brilliant 
judge. 

The tribute was a masterly effort and 
when Judge Bleckley concluded and re- 
sumed his seat there was a silence of 
several minutes. Then Judge Joel Bran- 
ham, of Rome, arose and delivered an 
address on behalf of the bar. 

He also spoke in glowing terms of the 

career of the talented judge and related 
several anecdotes of the late Judge An- 
derson's life. He said that he first be- 
came acqifainted with Pudge Anderson 
in. the late fifties and at their initjal 
meeting he was impressed with the 
strength of mind and remarkable per- 
sonal qualities of the then youthful law- 
yer, 
He said that in after years he had been 
intimately associated with Judge Ander- 
son and had always found him a man of 
great energy and intellect. Judge <An- 
derson’s eloquence, said he, was a truly 
remarkable gift; that he held judge and 
| jury spellbound with his matchless words 
of logic, while he injected into his argu- 
ments the power of facts and the law. 

At the conclusion of this address the 
chief justice responded for the court. lt 
was then ordered that the memprial be 
filed and that a certified copy be for- 
warded t6 the family of the late Judge 
Anderson. 

It was also ordered that the memorial 
be spread upon the minutes of the court, 
together with the date of his birth and of 
his death. As a further mark of respect, 
the ipupreme court .adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning.

GUINN AND HOPE ELECTED 


Grand Jury Names Them Members 
County Board of Education. 


ASSUME DUTIES ON MAY 1ST 


Were Elected To Succeed Messrs. 
Northen and Patillo, Whose 
Terms of Office Expire. 


The Fulton grand jury during {ts ses- 
sion yesterday morning, elected Major R. 
J. Guinn and Dr. R. L. Hope members of 
the board of county school commissioners 
to succeed ex-Governor W. J. Northen 
and W. P. Pattillo, whose terms of office 
expire on May Ist. 

Messrs. Northen and Patillo were pre- 
vented from being re-elected on account 
of the adoption recently of a resolution 
to the effect that members of the county 
board of education should come from the 
county at large and not from the city. 
Both of these gentlemen being citizens of 
Atlanta were therefore not eligible for re- 
election. : 

The two new members of the board wil! 
serve the county for four years beginning 
‘May ist. Both are ‘well equipped to act 
in the capacity of commissioners of ed- 
ucation and have been identified with the 
interests of the county for a number of 
years. 

Major Guinn, for the past four years, 
was superintendent of the county schools 
of Fulton county and it was through his 
energetic work that the school system 
was brought up to its present high stand- 
ard. Fulton county's common schools 


are naw acknowledged to ‘be the best in) 


the state. 

Some months ago Major Gui&Q resigned 
the superintendency to accepr the posi- 
tion of manager for the Atlanta district 
a life insurance company, but in assum- 
ing the duties of the office he did not 
loose interest in the success of the coun- 
ty schools. His knowledge of the needs 
of the system will aid the board materi- 
ally. 

Dr. Hope for many years has served 
the county as superintendent and physi- 
cian at the almshouse and ‘he has always 
taken a great interest in the common 
school system of Fulton county. His suc- 
cess in managing the affairs of the county 
almshouse has proved conclusively that 
he is a man capabie of looking after the 
interests of the county, and he will doubt- 
less be of great service to the county 
as a member of the board of education.
